Until 1948, most of the new members in farm workers ' cooperative* were 
poor farmers. In 1949, however, the major!*# are middle-class farmers. The 
class straggle *n rural districts, including various economic measures taken . 
by the Party and the government for the economic restriction art political 
isolation of wealthy Tanners and speculators, is turning fanmrs toward the 
cooperatives. 

Belgrade Srez, for exaaple, a typical erez of middle-class aal wealthy 
farmers which did not have a single farm workers' cooperative in 1948 , now 
has four, in which more than 30 families are enrolled. Fifteen to 20 percent 
of the middle-class farmers are enrolled in these cooperatives. 

In the village of BipanJ, where there is no cooperative at present, a 
campaign Is in progross to establish one. Over 20 percent of the adddle -class 
farmers have already signed up to Join. Ale Is jne of the wealthiest villages

In December 1948 there were 1,316 farm workers' cooperatives in Yugoslavia, 
During the last few months, new members have Joined at a rate of about 240 per 
dey* «nA at present there art about 1,560 farm workers' cooperatives. Over 
60 were formed in the Vojvodina in January, with a nabershlp of over 5,000 
families at present. There were 3.68 fan workers' cooperatives In Serbia by 
1 January and nin* ^ by *ebn*ry. Thirty-six were formed there in October. 
49 In Hovenber, 49 in Deoeafcer, and 39 in January. 

Ih Macedonia, the entire population of 31 villages are cooperative members. 
Twenty-two new fan workers' cooperatives were formed in Macedonia during January 
and the first half of February. Only two srez in this republic are still 
without cooperatives. 
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la Croatia, 63 new cooperatives haw been formed sine© 1 January. The 
total has increased from four in 19V> to 320 at present, with a BMabership of 
about 8,000 faaiXiee .
